Infectious  Diseases 


. An  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  spring  accounted 
for  most  of  the  IO5  cases  notified.  There  wore  28  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough,  I3  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  65  other 
notifications  making  a total  of  207.  Of  these  only  5 were  • 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

During  this  last  year  for  which  your  Council  is 
responsible  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  209  children  were 
treated.  I estimate  that  between  7^  and  75/^  of  the  child 
population  has  now  boon  treated.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  during  tho  y<yar. 

Fortyflve  Cases  of  scabies  came  to  my  notice 
involving  19  families.  They  were  treated  by  their  ov/n  medical 
attenda  nts  or  under  my  supervision. 

Housing. 

The  Council's  determination  to  press  forward  with 
a big  post-war  bousing  scheme  was  shown  by  the  appointment  of 
a whole-time  architect  in  the  spring* 

Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  material'  change  in  Water  Supply 
during  the  year  except  that  largo  scale  developments  are 
anticipated , under  the  19^5  Act. 

Three  bacteriological  examinations  and  throe 
chemical  analyses  were  made  and  all  proved  to  bo  satisfactory 

Ho  action  was  required  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination.
